Benson, who operates 


around Pittsburg, came from the neigh- 
borhood of tho jail with a requisition 
from tho Governor of PcnaylTania for 
a prisoner in the Tor^bs. His account 
of the wcape is entirely different from 
that telegraphed by the priipn nuthori- 
ties. The instruments which Brioo- 
Innd used to effect his liberation were 
three lead keys. They wore moulded 
by him while under confinement. 
He 


first procured wax impression! of the 
looks to tho doors which he desired to 
open. Those wore made for him by 
some of his follow prisoners whowcro 
in the plot. The lend was tnkeri from 
tho water-pipes in his coll, and waf 
heated while hia keepers were asleep, 
lie then poured the metal into the 
moulds which ho hod cut in tho legs of 
a wooden chair. Tho Warden of thi 
jail locked him in his coll nt six o'clock 
on Saturday evening. Ho escaped at 
twenty 
minuton to seven and wai 


joined in his flight by six other prison- 
ers.

thrown by tho fugitives.

ed killed, and that tho Indians burned 
the bodies of the two officers. 


5 p. m.—From a second dispatch 


sent by Col. Green it appears that 
there sr« 19 men killed, including Cap- 
tain Thomas and Lieutenant Howo, 
awaiting conveyance to camp

armed with Spencer riflos and breech- 
loading muskets; nor is it a single in- 
stance only where one Mpdoc has boon 
known to have possession of two or 
more rifles, enabling him to keep up a 
rapid fire of shote from his natural or 
artificial breastwork of rock. Tho sur- 
face of the ground in many places is
